R. Carter, the republican candidate, and

town elections, electing assessor, col- 
lector, supervisor and town clerk in 
the north, south and west towns, the 
majorities from 6 to 10,000. 

The vote from the wards shows, as far as 
it has been counted, the republicans have 
elected. fourteen aldermen and the demp- 
crats nine. The contest in several of the 
wards is very close and the official count 


will probably be necessary to determine the 
result, 


The city council has been composed 
of forty-five democrats and twenty- 
three republicans, and the democrats 
will without doubt retain a working

Manila, April 5, 9:35 a. m.—The Iinsur- 
gents are massing strong forces north of 
Calumpit, about five and a half miles north- 
west of Malolos, and, according to the 
observations of the reconnoitering parties, 
they have fine intrenchments there. 

It is expected that hard fighting will be 
necessary to dislodge them at that point 
and at San Fernando, where Aguinaldo is 
supposed to be.

REBELS FOUND WITH MAUSERS. 


Relief Is Spreading That American 
Proclamation Hurts Rebellion. 
Manila, April 4, 4:40 p. m.—General Mac- 
Arthur reconnoitered in force this morn- 
ing with the Montana regiment, the Fourth 
cavalry, and two guns of the light artil- 
lery, as far as the river north of Malolos. 
The reconnoissance developed the fact that 
there are fully 1,000 rebels, armed with 
Mauser rifles, preparing for defense. Shots 
were exchanged and two members of the 
Montana regiment were wounded, but there 

was no engagement. 

Later in the day General MacArthur 
moved northward, as the water supply of 
Malolos is inadequate. 

The belief is spreading among the resi- 
dents here that the effect of the capture of 
Malolos, the former reb°l capital, followed 
by the proclomation of the United States 
Philippine commission, will be to convince 
the natives that Aguinaldo’s bubble has 
burst. : 

Dr.. Schurman, president of the commis- 
sion, said: 


The Filipinos have been asking un- 
ceasingly ‘‘what do you propose to do 
for us?’ The proclamation answers the 
question and it should satisfy them. 
Colone}) Charles “Denby, member of the 

commission and former minister to China, 
remarked: 

It is the most important proclamation 
since the declaration of independence. 
Spanish, Tagado and English versions 
have been printed, and it is proposed to 
circulate them about Malolos and at all 
the seaports. They will be sent to the 
lake towns by gunboats, 

The committee of Spaniards under the 


leadership of Senor Antonio Fuset, presi- 
dent of the Spanish club, has had little suc- 
cess with the expe@ifion organized to deliv- 
er money and stores to the Spanish prison- 
ers. The members of the expedition weré 
obliged to give the goods to the Fillpino 
officers at Batangas. The boat had a letter 
from Aguinaldo directing the Filipino offi- 


cials to aid the mission, but General Triaz, 


commanding the Filipino forces in the 
southern provinces, and his subordinates, 
declined to recognize Aguinaldo’s authority. 
The Spaniards refused to accept the invi- 
tation to land, having been warned that 
they would be held for ransom. 

Major Rafael Morales, the former Spanish 
governor of the island of Mindoro, was 
brought on Loard the ship for an interview. 
He was so weak he fainted and at parting 
he said: ‘‘I shall never see you again.”’ 

The Filipinos thought the Red Cross flag 
was the American flag. 

A committee whose members are of all 
the nationalities in Manila, headed by John 
McLeod, an Englishman, has been organ- 
ized for the purpose of interviewing the 
Filipino leaders and petitioning for the re- 
lease of the Spanish prisoners in the name 
of humanity.

Beatie was much worse and throughont 
the morning he continued to sink.. The 
announcements of the physicians yester- 
day occasioned no surprise. ‘as those who 
had been with the patient knew that he 
was much worse | 

Mr. Beatie had been declining in health 
throughout the entire winter. Although 
he did not complain, it was seen that his 
health was being undermined and he sev- 
eral times was under the attention of phy- 
sicians. He visited his office in the Equita- 
ble building, however, every day until 
about two weeks ago, when he was seized 
with an attack of jaundice. ' 

Under the attention of his physicians, 
Drs. Kendrick and Benson, he improved. 
and on March 27th he was much better. 
Under the advice of his physicians, how- 
ever, he refrained from visiting his office. 
Last Thursday it was thought that he 
had recovered sufficiently to visit his of- 
fice the following day to open his mail] and 
attend to the important matters there, but 
on Friday he had an attaek of colic. 

During the afternoon of the same day he 

improved considerably, and his family and 
friends again expected his speedy recov- 
ery. Last Saturday morning, however, 
ufaemic poisoning set in, and it was this _ 
malady that ended his life. Throughvut 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday his condi- 
tion remained practically unchanged, ex- 
cept for sinking spells, which seized him 
at various intervals, From these, however, 
he recovered, owing to his splendid consti- 
tution, although each attack left him 
weaker. 
“The sinking spells usually came in the 
morning hours, and s¢veral times it was 
thought that Mr. Beatie was dying. Early 
yesterday morning another of these spelis 
was observed and the physiclans were 
again summoned. The early morning hours - 
passed, however, and Mr. Beatie failed to 
rally as usual. , 

His pulse grew weaker, and ‘his breath- 
ing became more labored. About noon it 
was seen that his condition was much 
worse and the members of the family then 
began to realize that Mr. Beatie was dy- 
ing. The physicians were with him con- 

i4y and the nurse did not 
leave his bedside. 

His many friends threughout the city 
heard yest2rday of his serious condition, 
and throughcut the day and last night 
there were many callers at the residence, 
212 Capitol avenue. 

Since last Saturday Mr. Beatie was uF 
conscious. Mrs. Beatie, his wife, was al- 
most constantly at his bedside, but he did 
not recover conscjousness sufficiently to 
recognize her His sons, David L. Beatle 
and William D. Beatie, were at their 
father’s home, but Jchn L. Beatie, another 
gon, has been away or business and will 
pot reach the city until today. He was 
guramoned as soon as the family knew of

SENATOR NOT DISHEARTENED 


Blovham's Message Is Transmitted to 
Both Houses, 


STATE 1S IN EXCELLENT CONDITION 


The Governor’s Official Paper Shows 
a Small Debt, Unbounded Credit 
and .a Degree of Genuine 
Prosperity in His 
State. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
legislature organized today by ratifying 
last night’s democratic cauc is nominations. 
Frank Adams is president of the senate 
and Robert McNamee speaker of the house. 
Both of them favor Taliaferro for United 
States senator, to succeed Pasco. Pasco 
is still confident, however. 

All parties to the contest are quietly rest- 
ing since the caucus named officers, but 
renewed activity will begin at once. 

Hon. John Denham, of Key West, pre- 
sented the speaker of the house with a 
magnificent. gavel made from the keel of 
the battleship Maine. The speaker .grace- 
fully accepted the historic momento, and 
in returning ‘thanks expressed patriotic 
sentiments. 

As soon as Governor Bloxham was notified 
by the committees from the two houses of 
the legislature of the organization of those 
bodies today, he sent his message concern- 
ing the condition of the state, and con- 
taining recommendations for needed legis- 
lation, to each house. 

Florida's financial condition, he says, is 
unsurpassed by that of any state in the 
union. She has no floating debt; the few 
bonds outstanding in the hands of in- 
dividuals, although ,nearly due, are at a 
premium, and her comptroller’s warrants 
Pass as cash in al! financial channels. 

During the past two years $160;000 of the 
State’s debt has been paid, and the state 
tax proper has been reduced to three mills. 
The legislature is urged to preserve the 
state’s excellent financial standing and 
make the burden of taxation as light as 
possible. The governor adds: 

“If no material changes are made in 
our revenue laws and no extraordinary 
appropriations authorized by the legisla- 
ture, the financial condition of the state 
will remain in a healthy and satisfactory 
condition with out present rate of state 
taxation.” ; 

The entire state debt, including amount 
in educational funds, is $1,132,500. 

The governor recommends that bonds 
bearing a very low rate of interest be 
issued to refund or redeem the $824,500 of 
state bonds now held by individuals and 
about to mature; and that manuscript 
bonds, bearing, if necessary, a larger rate 
of interest, be issued in lieu of the $808,900 
of state securities held by educational 
funds. 

The cheerful and entirely satisfactory re- 
sponse made by the Florida state troops 
and naval militia at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war is referred to with 
pride, and recommendations are made for 
@ more systematic organization of these 
bodies of troops and marines. : 

The governor states that at the:close of 
the school year in June, 1898, there were 
in operation 2,588 public schools with 2,792 
teachers; of these schools 1,899 were for 
white, and 639 for colored pupils. At the 
same time, there were 2,108 white and 64 
colored teachers. The total enrollment of 
pupils was 108,455, being divided as follows: 
Wihite 67,657; colored 40,798. The total ex- 
@enditures for schools during the last 
school year amounted to $736,951.23. It is 
recommended that liberal appropriations be 
made to continue the excellent work of 
the public schools.

| the state board of health,’ says the govern- 
or, “has passed into history. Its history 
is one of unbroken success, and the peo- 
pie of Florida appreciate its work. The 
trying experience of last summer, with 
great armies encamped upon our soil and 
constant communication with infected 
orts, has emphasized the fact that our 
ealth. board furnishes the best security 
against the possibility of epidemics and 
the evils resulting therefrom.” 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
state is totally unable to pay pensions to 
all applicants under the provisions of a law 
enacted by the Jast legislature, and the 
matter is placed clearly before the legis- 
lature in the following language: 

‘‘An appropriation of less than $200,000 
would not meet the claims now on file, to 
say nothing of those daily coming in; 
and such an appropriation for pensions, 
with e usual appropriations for the nec- 
essary%expenses of the state government, 
state asylum and other public purposes, In- 
cluding interest upon the public debt, with 
the cost of the present legislature, would 
in a few months exhaust the treasury, ren- 
der it unable to cash the comptroller’s 
warrants, weaken Florida's high financial 
standing and reduce her to a script ba- 
sis. 

“The legislature, through proper commit- 
tees or otherwise, should consider this 
grave financial question in all its phases. 
Our sympathies naturally and warmly g0 
out to the confederate soldiers and their 
widows. and it is hoped that reasonable as- 
sistance can be furnished without in- 
justice to the deserving soldiers and widows 
and without overburdening the taxpayers 
or impairing the state’s financial credit. 

The government repeals a former recom- 
mendation that the state should have an 
agent appointed by the commissioner of 
agriculture, whose duty should be to visit 
each convict camp at least six times every 
vear, and not only have the power to pre- 
pare and bring meritorious cases before the 
pardoning board, but look carefully to the 
management and treatment of the convicts, 
and see that the contracts with the lessees 
are fully complied with. 

On behalf.of the railroad commission cer- 
tain specific legislation is requested, most 
important of which are that the powers of 
the commission over steamboat lines be 
clearly set forth by statute and a 
statute requiring all railroad and express 
companies doing business in Florida to 
establish and maintain general offices in 
the state. so that the commission may 
make such examinations as the law con- 
templates. 

Caring for the Seminoles. . 

The governor states that everything 
which principles »f humanity could prompt 
is being done for the 400 or 30 Seminole In- 
dians in the Florida everglades, and that 
abundant lands and necessary comforts 
have been provided for them. 

The legislature is informed § that the 
‘Florida East Coast Drainage and Sugar 
Company,” with $2,000,000 capital, has con- 
tracted to purchase, reclaim and drain 800,- 
000 acres of the everglades, of which Pro- 
fessor Wiley, late chief chemist of the 
United States agricultural department, 
said after a personal visit to the everglades. 

“There is practically no other body of 
land in the world which presents such re- 
markable possibilities of development as 
these muck lands. They afford promises 
of development which reach beyond the 
limits of prophecy.” 

The governor recommends that the state 
constitution should be so amended as to 
have a circult judge appointed for the 
state, who could be directed to hold court 
in any county where a necessity existed, 
whether that necessity was produced by 
unusual! crime or by disability of the judge 
of the circuit. @ 

The success of the fishery cenvention held 
ir Tampa in January, 1898, and the military 
congress, at the same place, jn February, 
1899, are referred to with satisfaction, and 
the importance of having Florida’s prod- 
ucts and fYresources properly exhibited at. 
the Paris and other expositions is urged. 

The necessity of protective measures 
against the encroachments of insects on 
fruit trees and the wisdom of legislation to 
develop and protect the game and fisheries 
of Florida are forcibly presented. 

The recent visit of President McKinley 
and friends to the capital of the state is 
mentioned. The governor adds, ‘‘and he 
was given a most enthusiastic reception— 
one worthy of his pure personal life and 
exalted station.”’ 


DEMOCRATS SETTLE ON STEWART 


Fennsylvania ‘Insurgents’? Caucus 
and Throw Dalzell Over. 
Harrisburg, Pa., April 4.—Judge John 
Stewart, of Chambersburg, is the present 
choice of the anti-Quay republican sena- 
tors and members for United States sena- 
tor. He was agreed upon at a meeting 
of the “insurgents’’ this morning before 

the session of the joint assembly. 

Judge Stewart was the independent re- 
publi¢an nominee for governor in 1882 and 
is one of the leading judges in the state. 
He has been the favorite of several anti- 
Quay legislators since the beginning of 
th® senatorial deadlock. He was among 
the ‘‘favorite sons’’ voted for until last 
Tuesday, when the “insurgents’’ united on 
Congressman John Dalzell, of Pittsburg. 
At no time, however, has he received the 
votes of the two members from Franklin 
county, both of whom are fupporters of 
Senator Quay. ey 

There Was only one avsentee at the meet- 
ing of the anti-Quayites. It was agreed to 
transfer their votes from Dalzell to Judge 
Stewart. 

A conference of democratic senators and 
members will be held this evening to con- 
Sider whether it would be advisable to recall 
ihe joint caucus to vote for some demo- 
crat other than George E. Jenks. 

Today's ballot, the sixty-sixth, resulted as 
follows: . 

Quay, republican, 95; Jenks, democrat, 76; 
Stewart, republican, 51. Total, 222, Neces- 
sary to a choice, 112. Paired or not vot- 
ing, 31.

Court of Inquiry Implies That tt 
Has Enough Evidence, 


BORIC ACID ON CANNED BEEF 


Miles Comes Forward with Evidence 
balore for the Court's Attention. 


DR, DALY TESTIFIES AGAIN YESTERDAY 


Expert Told the Story of the Pest 
Ship’s Journey Back from Porto 
Ricv and Denies the State- 
ment That Ice Was 
Lacking. 


Washington, April 4.—The army court of 
inquiry today heard Dr. William H. Daly 
in regard to the character of beef furnish- 
ed for the army during the late war. 

Dr. Daly’s testimony dealt on this occa- 
sion as on his first appearance, especially 
with the beef supplied to the army. His 
observations had been made on.a transport 
at Tampa before the sailing of the expedi- 
tion to Santiago, where Colonel Weston in- 
vited his attention to a quarter of beef 
hanging on the deck. 

Colonel Weston’s only remark was “‘here’s 
a quarter of beef which has been hanging 
here for sixty hours in.the sun; we are 
going to see what it will do.’’ No reference 
was made to preservatives. 

He (Dr. Daly) out off a piece of the beef 
and cooked and ate it next day. After that 
he became sick at the stomach, but he had 
not felt convinced that the meat had caused 
the sickness. 

After some reference to his stay in Porto 
Rico, Dr. Daly detailed the. particulars of 
the trip north on the transport Panama 
last September which was in his charge. 
The vessel had been provided on setting out 
with the best obtainable refrigerator beef, 
but the. vessel had not gone far before it 
became evident that it was not good. 

He did all that he could to quiet the com- 
plaints, but they increased and the stench 
soon grew so strong that it pervaded the 
whole ship. The odor was indescribable. He 
at last suggested a board of survey, and 
one being ordered, it had condemned the 
meat left, about 1,500 pounds, and he had 
had it thrown overboard. 

Here Dr. Daly took occasion to pay his 
respects to the war commission before he 
had appeared. He geaid the com- 
mission had given out the impression that 
the deterioration of the beef on the Pana- 
ma was due to want of ice. This was con- 
trary to his testimony and the truth. could 
easily have been ascertained. As a matter 
of fact, the Panama had an excellent re- 
frigerator, and it carried ten tons of ice to 
cne of beef. 

What Boric Acid Did for It. 

Dr. Daly said he had since made experi- 
ments upon beef subjected to treatment by 
boric acid and had found it to give forth 
about as foul a.smell as could well be im- 
agined 

Major Lee then read various reports made 
by Dr. Daly concerning official inspections 
of the beef at the camps at Jacksonville, 
Lexington and Chickamauga. All . these 
stated that the meat used generally looked 
well, but that there was a universal com- 
plaint of its smelling badly. He had found 
the fresh beef to be apparently preserved 
by the injection of some chemical which 
destroyed the natural flavor and which 
must of necessity have been injurious to the 
health of those eating it. 

It was to his mind impossible to 
preserve meat without the use of acids 
apd apparently the meat had been pre- 
served “by the injection of chemicals 
to aid the work of defective cold stor- 
ege.”’ 

In one case he had found the odor sim- 
ilar to that of a dead human body and in 
another, speaking of the odor, he said: ‘It 
Was unnatural, mawkish, sickly, like that 
of a human cadaver after an undertaker 
had injected his embalming preservative.”’ 

Made Practical Tests. 

He was satisfied that the beef had been 
chemically prepared—that it had been em- 
balmed-in fact. After his reports had gone 
in he had, in order to satisfy his own mind, 
made a chemical analysis of a residium 
from the beef used on the transport Pana- 
ma and had found distinct evidence of the 
presence of boric and salicylic acid, 

He then referred again to the report of 
the war commission in which reference had 
been made to the use of these drugs, the 
intimation being that ‘a trace of them would 
not be injurious. 

Replyithg Dr. Daly asserted that the chem- 
icals were detrimental to health and they 
could only be used at the peril of those 
taking them. . 

Here Dr. Daly introduced a joint report 
made by Dr. Clark, chief chemist, and Dr. 
Hildebrandt, chemist of the government 
survey on analysis, made by them of resi- 
dum from the beef used on the Panama. In 
this report they said they had:examined the 
powder furnished by Dr. Daly. 

“Both the flame test and the tur- 
meric perer test give the distinct evi- 
dence of the presence of boric acid,”’ 
they said. ‘We also obtained good 
reactions with ferric chloride showing 
the presence of salicylic acid.” 

In response to a general question, Dr. 
Daly said he had come into much informa- 
tion confirmatory of what he had testified 
to, but which had come to him in a congf- 
dential way, rendering it improper for him 
to give the names of those supplying it. 
In truth a ban had been placed upon the 
information, 

He thought that some forty or fifty per- 
sons had spoken to him in corroboration of 
what he had said. These were the proprie- 
tors of slaughtering houses and the manu- 
facturers of chemicals. He said, after some 
questioning, that he would ascertain wheth- 
er the could give the names of these people 
to the court. 

Rank and File To Testify. 
After Dr. Daly had Gnished his estimony 
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Major Lee submitted a written request from 
General Miles for the admission of the offi- 
cial reports of 147 men representing twenty- 
six regiments as testimony. It was stated 
that these reports all bore upon the ques- 
tion of the character of beef supplied to the 
army were pertinent to the inquiry. 

It was also stated by Major Lee that 
General Miles had at yesterday's session 
of the court submitted the namés of 123 
officers and enlisted men, whom he desired 
to have the court summon as witnesses, 
giving at the same time a synopsis of their 
testimony, and he asked to have the two 
requests passed upon. Nelther of General 
Miles’s requests were acted upon. 

Major Lee also presented, but) did not 
read, a letter from Armour &:Co. apropos 
of the process for the preservation of beef 
Ly artificial means. It is understood that it 
wil} be held until Mr. Powell appears to give 
his. testimony, which will probably be with- 
in a few days, 

Dr. Edwin T. Nicodemus, of Philadelphia, 
who served in the capacity of a surgeon In 
the Porto Rican campaign, testified that 
both the canned roast beef and the refrig- 
erator beef were very unsatisfactory. 

He had returned to the United States on 
the transport Mississippi and found the re- 
frigerator meat very unsatisfactory. It was 
he sald, suggestive of a disgecting room, 
the odor being characteristic of an embalm- 
ed. body. The beef had a acid 
taste and some of the men after eating it 
had manifested svmntams of ptomaAine nois- 
oning. He inferred that the beef had un- 
derrone chemics! treatment bhecnuse the 
taste and smell were Aifferent from. the 
nermal taste and amell af ment 

Pack:ng Houses Guilty Before. 

Dr. W. S. Devoe. of Chicago, wae re-call- 
ed. He is an inspector of the agricultural 
department and in 1894 made an inspection 
of the packing houses of Chicago on com- 
plaints and had made a report to the de- 
partment. This, however, could not be 
found and Dr. Devoe was asked to sive the 
best information the could. He proved a 
very unwilling witnes aying that he saw 
no reason why statements concerning facts 
of four or five vears ago should be breught 
out here to the detriment of the business of 
a firm which had since, so far as he knew, 
obeved the law. The court Insist&d, how- 
ever, and he said thatthe firm of Nelson, 
Morris & Co. was the one which had Leen 
especialy investigated. The testimony had 
been given mostly by discharged and dis- 
gruntled employees ani was to the effect 
that the carcasses of cattle had been taken 
from the tanks and placed on the local mar- 
kets. The findings had not been conclusive. 

Dr. Devoe said he had at the time been 
reasonably well satisfied that the law had 
not been complied with and that he had re- 
ported to the department that there was 
foundation for the complaint. 

During the day the board senf*a reply to 
General Miles, saying it would take the 
matter of his proposition to supply more 
witnesses under consideration. but intimat- 
ing that the board did not require further 
testimony relating to the canned roast beef. 

General Miles has sent another letter in 
answer to this, in which the cal}s attention 
to the letter he wrote early in the proceed- 
ings of the board, saying that the tnquiry 
was not only of great importance, involv- 
ing the health and life of the army, but 
that the honor of the service was at stake. 
He adds that 25,000 men, and no doubt many 
more, could give evidence substantiating the 
assertion that the meat was unfit to eat, 
and he expressed the hope that out of this 
number 131 whose names he had submitted 
would be allowed to testify. General Miies 
suggested that men who had evidence to 
give might answer a set of interroxatories 
prepared by the board, if it was found im- 
practicable to hear them orally...

STEAMER CHILCAT CAPSIZED IN 
SAN FRANCISCO HARBOR.

Six of Ship’s Crew and Four Passen- 
gers Go Down While Many Are 
Savei by Passing Crafts.

Savannah, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel J. B. Bellinger returned to the city to- 
from Sapelo. Colonel Bellinger, as 
depot quartermaster here; has charge of 
the movements of all the transports, and 
has to look after the care of the troops re- 
turning from Cuba. 

Colonel Ray, he reports, ig somewhat put 
out about having to carry his men to the 
government quarantine station for a period 
of five days’ detention on account of the 
fact that there is no place in the island, 
which is really Blackbeard island, for the 
men: to camp. The consequence is they 
have had to spend all their time on board 
the transports, and it has been a very un- 
comfortable siege for them. 

An effort has been made to have them 
released within five days from the time 
they arrived at Savannah quarantine, and 
in case this is complied with by telegram 
from Washington, the Third immunes will 
leave Sapelo tomorrow and get to Savannah 
in the afternoon. They will probably take 
the train at once for Macon, and arrive 
there Thursday morning. 

Should the request not be complied with, 
however, they will not reach Macon before 
Friday morning or Friday night. A similar 
request has been made in the. case of the 
Fourth Tennessee regiment, which is also 
at Sapelo, and both these regiments will 
come in together. 

A plan has been hit upon which will pre- 
vent this trouble-in the. future. It has 
been decided to use a portion of Daufuskie 
island, at the mouth of the Savannah river, 
as a camp of detention, and _ hereafter 
when the soldiers arrive from Cuba they 
will be put off at Savannah quarantine, 
where their traps will be disinfected, and 
then sent over across the river to Dau- 
fuskie on lighters. There camping ground 
will be established, and they will not have 
to remain aboard ship for the detention 
period. 

A portion of that island has been leased 
by the government for the purpose of 
establishing this camp, and Captain C. E. 
Gillette’s corps of engineers, with head- 
quarters here, will put a force of hands to 
work at once constructing a camping 
ground and building a wharf for the land- 
ing of the soldiers. This step will also 
insure the landing of the bulk of the sol- 
Giers, brought back from Cuba on Georgia 
soil, for all preparations will have been 
made here for handling them and putting 
them’ safely and comfortably through the 
quarantine regulations.

SPEAKS AT ALBANY 


Eleventh Annual Assembly of the Georgia 
Chautauqua Assembles. 


ATTENDANCE IS VERY LARGE 


Rev. Dr. Dunning, of Boston, Delivers 
the Baccalaureate Sermon. 


THE GOVERNOR HAS GREAT AUDIENCE 


Bis Address Was Along Educational 
Lines and Was Listened to with 
Close Attention. 


* Albany, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)—The at- 
tendance on the opening exercises of the 
eleventh annual assembiy. of the Georgia 
chautauqua has been iarge and the city is 
thronged with visitors. 

The chautauqua auditorium was densely 
crowded to hear the annual baccalaureate 
sermon delivered by Rev. A. E. Dunning, 
D.D:, Boston, Sunday afternoon, and all the 
subsequent ‘exercises have been well at- 
tended. 

Governor Candler delivered a notable ad- 
dress at 10 o’clock this morning. He started 
out by saying that he expected to say seme 
things that would not meet with the ap- 
proval of all who heard him, but that he 
would speak plainly and with the courage 
of his convictions, as every public teacher 
and public student should speak. His re- 
marks were along educational lines and 
were full of interest throughout. He spoke 
of the great work that such institutions as 
the chautauqua: are doing and said that 
if they had been established a half cen- 
tury ago we would have seen less of war- 
“are and bloodshed in these iatter genera- 
tions. He said that one great trouble with 
our educational system and one that plain- 
ly needed correction, was that while our 
young men can be sent to the colleges and 
universities of a land where they are taught 
to master all the wonders of science; of 
mathematics: of language and literature, 
when they are turned out with their diplo- 
mas they can do anything but make a liv- 
ing for themselves. He declared that .our 
young men should be taught something of 
the matter of fact affairs of life. He thought 
that a boy or a girl should be educated ac- 
cording to his or her natural inclinations. 
For instance, a boy who gives evidence of 
mechanical gen‘us should he placed, at 
school where that genius could be encour- 
aged nad developed; that a boy who 
a leaning for the law or some other profes- 
sion, should be educated accordingly, and 
that even our boys who are to be the farm- 
ers of the future should 
training.

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As to Open Doors. 

By this time it must be pretty evi- 
dent to the board of education that the 
people of this city favor open methods in 
everything. 

The growth of secrecy in the proceed- 
ings of one of our most important pub- 
lic bodies has reached such a point that 
even the city council, including the may- 
or, has been placed upon record as 
against its continuance. It was well 
enough that the city council, after hav- 
ing developed its condemnation of se- 
secrecy in public places, should have sus- 
pended more drastic action awaiting a 
solution of the difficulty by the body 
affected. The board of education will 
have a regular meeting before the next 
session of the city council, at which it 
can take the initiative in opening the 
doors, at the same time providing for ex- 
ecutive session upon motion of any sin- 
gle member to consider questions of per- 
sonal discipline. 

The only defense put up by the advo- 
cates secrecy is: that sometimes a mat- 
ter involving discipline or character may 
come up. It is hard to conceive why 
this should lead to secrecy when discuss- 
ing the business problem of buying coal 
from rival dealers or the public policy 
of adopting Webster’s or Worcester’s 
dictionary. One would think, from the 
persistence with which it is pleaded that 
questions of delicate personal nature 
are always up, that the publie school

After having canvassed the state on 
the adjournment of the house, Speaker 
Crisp was greeted with such an ovation 
as is seldom accorded any man in pub- 
lie life. He carried every county in 
which he spoke, literally storming the 
ramparts of the opposition, and when 
the legislature met there was nothing 
between him and the United States sen- 
atorship but the formal ballot. That was 
a simple question of ‘days, and not 
months, and had it been taken during 
his life, the names of every one of the 
219 members of the general assembly 
would have answered to Charles F. 
Crisp on the roll call for senator. 

A glorious achievement it was for a 
man whose name has been rendered im- 
mortal by his brilliant service to his 
party and his state.

Hitherto checks on and from New 
York have been generally cashed without 
The interchange of business was 
nromoted thereby, and the trouble to 
which the banks themselves were put by 
the custom was supposed to be more 
than compensated for by the deposits 
which were made with them.

Had Mr. Crisp 
lived the would have been accorijed a unani- 
mous election. The Courier-Journal cannot 
hope to make.much progress in its etfort to 
regain the confidence of the democracy ag 
long as it flings such slurs at its distin- 
guished dead. 

In commenting upon The Courier- 
Journal’s article, The Atlanta Journal 
of Friday said of the late Speaker 
Crisp’s candidacy for the senatorship: 

He made an avowed, open and agercssive 
contest .for the senatorship: hne never 
sechemed for it. 3 

More than this, before he Gied he nad the 
satisfaction of knowing that a Jacze wnajcr- 
ity of the people of Georgia -ored his 
election to the senate, and had he lived a 
few months longer his would ad he have 
been the only name presented tf the demo- 
cratic caucus when it was cahled upon to 
name its candidate for senator. 

No bolder or more open fight for a sena- 
torship was. ever made than that which 
Charles Frederick Crisp conducted jin the 
close of his career. 

The Journal takes especial pleasure in 
saying this because in that contest it was 
not an advocate of Judge Crisp’s élection 
but it admits the fact that he was the 
choice of an overwhelming majority of the 
democrats of this state and cannot be silent 
when a writer who knows nothing about the 
matter makes a filing at the man who was 
unquestionably the most popular citizen of 
this state when he died.

Manv of my correspondents 
wil) not change their methods, and the in- 
evitable result will he that T shall have to 
pay the tax or lose their trade. fT do not 
corsider it a faver to me that the bank 
should collect the checks without charge. 
It is a part of thefr légifimate benk ex- 
nenses. while in my case, and T presume ft 
is the same with many others. this is the 
oniv wav in which they repay the -,ood, 
round deposit that is carried at the bank. 
They loan that money at a good rate. and 
should pay their expenses out of it. Judg- 
ing from their dividends. they have usually 
managed to do this. and ff this charge is 
allowed to go wnnchallenged, there is no 
knowing what the next expense put upon 
the depositor will be. 

One of the largest business firms in 
the citv writes: 

The.tax that the banks “re about to im- 
on the. business communi‘yv for col- 
lectine out-of-town checks is cne that we, 
in common with other merchants, can ill 
afford to pay. Competition has re€uced 
profits to the lowest possible point. Mest 
of the chacks we receive are on barks in 
manufacturing centers, 9n wich we shall 
have to pay the discount named bv the 
clearing house. We have always endéavor- 
ed to reimburse our hanks for their Icss of 
interest on this account by keeping a bal- 
ance on deposit sufficient for the purpose. 
No doubt merchants who are te suffer Trom 
the proposed tax will be compelled to pro- 
tect themselves either by the establishment 
of a bank devoted to theirinterests or by de- 
positing in trust companies which will pay 
an interest which will offset the discount 
on out-of-town checks, or by devositing 
their checks with some bank outside of 
clearing house ‘jurisdiction. We recognize 
the fact that the banks are entitled to con- 
sideration for the trouble and expense to 
which they are subjected jin making ccllec- 
tions, but that they have received a full 
consideration is proved by the prices at 
which the stock of every well-conducted 
bank in New York is now selling, and by 
the dividends they are enabled to pay. 

Tie intimation that New York mer- 
chants and manufacturers must find re- 
lief from this exaction by dividing up 
their deposits in the large central cities 
throughout the country, through ‘which 
they can transact business, is one which 
they should carry into effect whether the 
rule is repealed or not. There is no rea- 
son why several millions of this money 
should not find deposit in the banks of 
Atianta for use in the southern trade. 
The ‘Atlanta clearing house will do the 
square thing by them, and it will lead to 
a facilitation of business. 
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The Election of Senators. 

Homer Davenport presents a speaking 
portrait of one of our modern statesmen 
in The New York Journal, and writes 
under it this comment: ‘‘Under the pres- 
ent system senators are possible who, if 
voted for by the people, couldn’t run for 
dog catchers.” 

The statement is a blunt expression of 
the truth, and it demonstrates the ne- 
cessity of placing the election of sen- 
ators directly in the hands of the people. 
Those who erected the framework of our 
government had no idea of the corrupt- 
ing influences to which our politics would 
be subjected.. They could look for- 
ward to the growth and spread of civili- 
zation in this country, but they had not 
the remotest idea that the commercial 
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spirit would enter into and practically 
take charge of politics in many states 
. and communities. They never had a 
; in order to promote private interests, 
* would be willing to spend half a million 
‘or more for the influence which goes 
/ with a seat in the senate. 

In theory, the people do not elect their 
nresident. They vote for representa- 
tives known as electors, and these elect- 
ors assemble on a certain day at the 
capitol and cast their vote for the pres- 
idential candidate of their choice.~ In 
theory, this electoral college, as it is 


‘dream that millionaires would arise who, 
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called, hag the right to ignore the cand!- 
dates nominated by the parties and se- 
lect a man whose name has not been 
mentioned for the office, and the man 
so selected would-be president of the 
United States. , 

In effect, however, the electoral col- 
lege has already been abolished. It is a 
mere clumsy appurtenance  posses- 
sing no importance whatever. To vote 
for electors is the merest formality, 
though it sometimes happens that the 
president receiving the largest popular 
vote is not elected. I due time, the 
people themselves will bring about a re- 
form in this matter, but just at present 
they are interested in the movement to 
reform the present plan of electing sen- 
ators. 

John J. Ingalls, who, whatever else 
may be said about him, is a man of ex- 
traordinary keenness, discusses this re- 
form in a recent issue of The New York 
Journal, and refers to some of the scan- 
dals of legislative deadlocks. He calls 
attention to the fact that the senate is 
the most impressive and dignified body 
in our political structure. In the matter 
of treaties and confirmations of appoint- 
ments it shares in the executive power 
of the president, and ts thus able to dic- 
tate the policy of the administration. 
Thus a seat in the senate becomes an 
object of. supreme desire to men who 
are politically ambitious, or who per- 
ceive in the importance and influence 
of the office a means to promote their 
private greed. 

A number of senatorg from the far 
western states were chosen because of 
their wealth. Henry B. Payne defeated 
George H. Pendleton in Ohio in 1885 be- 
cause he had the Standard Oil Company 
behind him. Calvin Brice, a citizen of 
New York, was made senator from Ohio 
on account of his money. Mark A. 
Hanna was similarly elected. In Dela- 
ware, a man named J. Edward Addicks 
has deadlocked the legislature’ three 
times with his bank account. He says 
openly, according to report, that the sen- 
atorship is his and that he wil! have it 
or prevent any one else from getting it. 

Addicks is not a citizen of Delaware 
in the true sense. He made his money 
elsewhere, partly by operating in gas 
stocks in Philadelphia. - He bought his 
Delaware senatorship (as he thinks) 
by contributine to the republican cam- 
paign fund. If the matter were left in 
the- hands of the people, Addicks would 
never be heard of as a candidate for the 
senate. He has deprived the people of 
Delaware of a vote in the senate for two 
years. 

In the Montana legislature thousand- 
dollar bills, to the number of thirty were 
openly displayed as the alleged compen- 
sation offered for three votes for senator. 

The legislature of Utah has adjourned 
without electing a senator. The legis- 
lature of California, after a session made 
up of scandals, left a senatorial vacancy 
when it adjourned. The country is still 
enjoying the spectacle of the Quay dead- 
lock in the Pennsylvania legislature. 

All these things go to show that the 
remedy for this state of things is to place 
the selection of senators in the hands of 
the people. Not all legislatures can be 
controlled or manipulated by men with 
money, but some of them are so manipu- 
lated, and it is an easier matter to cor- 
rupt a legislature than it is to deceive 
the people. 

The senate will lose nothing in dignity 
and impressiveness, but will gain in 
those. qualities when its members feel 
that they represent the whole body 
of the people in their respective states, 
and are regponsible only to that body. 
More than that, no senator will have to 
serve out his term with suspicion point- 
ing her finger at him. ; 

It is natural, after these recent exhi- 
bitions of legislative weakness, that the 
public should begin to look with dis- 
trust on the present method of selecting 
senators. 
by the direct vote of the people.

Besides dispensing on 
judicious benefactions the millions which 
Baron Hirsch bequeathed s@ her in trust

$1,500,000 from her own independent re- 
sources besides distributing the interest on 
the sum of $2,400,000 specially set apart by 
Baron de Hirsch for the benefit of un- 
fortunate members of the Hebrew race in 
this country.

BANKERS DISCUSS THE QUESTION 


They Claim That the New Rule Is 
Only Just and Fair and That New 
York Has Only Done What 
Atlanta Did Years 
Ago. 


The merchants of Atlanta having deal- 
ings with large wholesale dealers ‘in New 
York city and other points in the north 
are considerably disturbed over a recent 
action of the New York clearing house 
which went into effect last Monday, notifi- 
cation of which was received in this city 
yesterday. zs 

Briefly stated, the banks of New York 
city have been in the habit of receiving 
for deposit and collection from their cus- 
tomers checks drawn on interior banks; 
that is, banks outside of New York city, 
at par, charging no discount to cover the 
cost of collection. The preponderance of 
these checks came from small towns at 
some distance, and the aggregate item of 
collection has been an- enormous one in 
metropolitan banking circles. 

The practice of mailing individual checks 
in payment of accounts has grown to large 
proportions in this country. Up to the time 
of the recent ruling of the New York 
clearing house large merchants like Claflin 
& Co. were in the habit of depositing with 
their banks every day some three or four 
hundred checks from almosadt as many 


towns. The dank would credit its cus- 


gtomer with the amount and the customer 


would in turn check against it. The 
chances would be that the collection of the 
entire number of checks would take a 
week or ten days, the bank paying postage 
on the separate checks when mailed to the 
towns from which they were drawn, and 
receiving absolutely no interest on the 
money they had paid out. 

For the past two or three years several 
efforts have been made to put a stop to 
the free system of collection, These efforts, 
owing to the competition among the big 
banking establishments, all of whom were 
making bids for the deposits of the large 
merchants of the city, proved unsuccessful 
until recently. 

At the March meeting of the New York 
clearing house it was decided that steps 
must be immediately taken to save its 
members the costs of collections made for 
their customers. The constitution of the 
clearing house was radically amended so 
as to cover this point, and all of the banks 


in Greater New York entered into a com- 


pact by which each was obligated to ad- 
here to the new rules under penalty of a 
$5,000 fine for failure to comply. Following 
are given the two amended sections bear- 
ing on the subject. Section 4, it will be no- 
ticed, specifically affects the state of Geor- 
gia: 
Section 3, For all items from whom- 
soever received (except on those points 
declared discretionary in section 2), pay- 
able at points in Connecticut, Delaware, 
District of Columbia, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Missouri, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Vermont, 
Virginia, West Virginia and Wisconsin, 
the collecting banks shajl charge not 
-less than one-tenth .of 1 per cent 
of the amount of the items respectively. 
Section 4. For all items from whomso- 
ever received payable at points in Ala- 
bama, Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
Colorado, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, In- 
dian Territory, lowa, Kansas, Louisi- 
ana, Minnesota, Mississippi, Montana, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico, North 
Carolina, North Dakota, Tennessee, 
Texas, Utah, Washington, Wyoming and 
Canada, the collecting banks shall 
charge not less than one-quarter of 1 
per cent of the amount of the items 
respectively. 
How Atlanta Will Be Affected. 
Every merchant in the city of Atlanta 
in the habit of discharging his New York 
obligations with an Atlanta check received 
a printed copy of the revised rules. Many 
of them had outstanding bills which had 
fallen due, and which they were ready to 
meet.

Numerous inquiries were made at all of 
the local banks as to what the meaning of 
the new ruling was. In point of fact, 
there was nothing difficult of understand- 
ing about the matter. The new _ ruling 
simp!y means that New York banks have 
followed the initiative taken by the Atlanta 
banks some five years ago, and will in 
future charge a minimum of 1-10 of 1 
per cent and a maximum of \% of 1 per 
cent for all collections made. In other 
Words, an Atlanta merchant who is in- 
debted to a New York concern in the sum 
of $1,000 will have to get New York ex-

change to that amount, which will cost him 
$1.25, unless the New York concern is will- 
ing to pocket the loss of $1.25 at the other 
end of the line. There seems a divergence 
of opinion as to what course the New York 
merchants will pursue—whether they will 
exact the payments of bills in New York 
exchange or will be willing to accept 
checks from interior points, and stand the 
loss of collection charged them by the 
banks. If the former is the case, the new 
ruling will mean that every merchant in 
Atlanta buying goods in New York will 
be compelled, in paying his bills, to pay 
the Atlanta rates for New York exchange, 
which, in the aggregate, will amount to a 
yearly sum reaching into the thousands. 
If the New York merchant, on the other 
hand, decides to accept the face value of 
an Atlanta check drawn for a stipulated 
amount in payment of a bill of correspona- 
ing amount the loss of the New York mer- 
chant will be something enormous. 
What Atlanta Bankers Say. 

A Constitution reporter called on several 
well-Known bankers and asked them what 
they thought of the new ruling and its 
probable effects as applying to Atlanta. 
All of them agreed that the ruling was a 
just one—one that the New York banks 
had been compelled to take in self-protec- 
tion. 

THOMAS J. PEEPLES, cashier of the 
Maddox-Rucker Banking Company, said: 
“The New York banks are simply taking 
a step that the Atlanta banks took five 
years ago. The present system of bank 
collection entails a large expense. Under 
the free system of collection formerly in 
operation in New York city the banks 
constantly carried for their customers 
thousands of dollars for weeks at a time, 
for which they did not receive a cent. On 
the other hand, they were out the interest 
on a large sum all the time. The new rule 
has just gone into effect, and it is too soon 
to predict how it will affect local trade.’’ 

DARWIN G. JONES, manager of the 
Atlanta Clearing House Association, said 
that he thought the new ruling only fair 
and just. The New York banks were de- 
manding of their customers.and correspon- 
dents only what the Atlanta banks had 
been demanding for some years past, ex- 
cept that the former charged a higher rate 
of interest. He said that he thought the 
new rule would in some instances put a 
stop to merchants checking extensively 
against small bank accounts and depending 
on the ‘“‘kiting’’ system. 

T. B. NEAL and W. F. MANRY, of the 
Neal Loan and Banking Company, did not 
care to be quoted on the matter, except 
insomuch as expressing themselves as in 
favor of the new ruling. 

CAPTAIN R. J. LOWRY said: 
the new rule a good one. Personaily, I 
do not see the justice of a man settling a 
bill of say $1,000 at a direct loss of a frac- 
tion of that amount by some one else. 
New York, being the financial center of 
the country, has been more or less lax 
in this matter, but the bankers have come 
to the realization that the cost of collec- 
tion, which they did for accommodation’s 
sake simply, was becoming too great. Yes, 
there will be as increased sale of New 
York exchange in Atlanta, but the banks 
will not profit by it. Under the old order 
of things we collected about the same 
amount from checks sent us from New 
York for collection drawn on interior 
banks.”’ 

Captain Lowry suggested that possibly 
the express companies might do an in- 
creased business in small money orders as 
a result of the ruling. 

JOSEPH H. McCORD, cashier of the 
Third National bank, illustrated the justice 
of the new ruling by quoting figures of 
the daily cost to the banks of Atlanta for 
making collections. He said that the sum 
would easily amount to $250 a day. He said 
that the action of the New York clearing 
house was prompted by motives of self- 
protection. He did not think that the 
merchants of New York would shoulder 
the loss incident to collection charges. 

Cc, A. COLLIER, cashier of the Capital 
City bank, thought the rule a good one. 
He said that some business men who were 
in the habit of carrying large overdrafts 
which were made possible by the old sys- 
tem might feel that the ruling worked a 
hardship on them, but that otherwise there 
be little dissatisfaction. 

ARTHUR MONTGOMERY, agent of the 
Southern Express Company, when seen had 
not heard of the new ruling. He expressed 
a considerable interest in an article in 
The New York Press touching on the 
subject. He said that the ruling would 
doubtless help the business of the money 
order department of his company material- 
ly. The shipment of currency would also 
be increased, he thought. 

Touching on this phase of the question 
an interview which appeared in The New 
York Press with the manager of one of 
the large northern express companies is in- 
teresting: 

“But will not any such heavy increases 
in your business of handling money take 
an immense amount of money out of cir- 
cuiation?’’ 

“Certainly it will, but what of that? Un- 
der the check system it is the country 
merchant who has the use of that money 
until his check comes back-from jhe city 
bank, but that doesn't affect the city mer- 
chant. He wants his money as cheaply and 


‘goon as‘he can get it. 


“Tt is the man who receives the check 
who must pay the discount, and he ig 
not going to pay $12.0 to a bank here 
for collecting a check for $5,900 when we 
can handle it for perhaps $3.75, and that 
amount can be deducted by the sender at 
the other end of the line. 

“No, I cannot estimate the amount of 
currency that practically will be -retired 
from circulation by this method of handling 
exchange. Already the sum is enormous. 
The totai depends upon what proportion of 
the $60,000,000 constantly in the mails, in 
the form of checks, falls to our share,”’

It is claimed that Freeman attempted to 
have a receiver appointed for the typewriter 
company because he lost his position as 
secretary, and that he lost his position be- 
cause he used his time and the money of 
the Hardin company to secure a wife with 
certain requirements. 

When Freeman was employed, after pur- 
ckesing his stock, he claimed to be an ex- 
pest” bookkeeper, but it is alleged that he 
proved incompetent. He is said to have 
employed his son to work in his place for 
the Hardin company. 

The bill contains the following: 

“In dispensing. with Freeman’s services 
the directors took into consideration the 
fact that the said R. M. Freeman had in 
The. Atlanta Constitution and numerous 
other newspapers, at various times adver- 
tised for a wife having $50,000 or more and 
naming very ridiculous requirements in 
connection therewith. 

‘These matters became generally Known 
and held the Hardin company up to ridicule 
as well as the said R. M. Freeman himself, 
who was a man of perhaps fifty or more 
years. These facts becoming known to 
the office force did not, of course, increase 
their respect for the said Freeman, and 
probably kept lady customers away from 
the office. 

‘‘He used the said Hardin company’s sub- 
scription to the R. G. Dun Company, which 
cost the Hardin company considerable cash, 
in the operation of his matrimonial 
schemes, securing on the credit of the Har- 
din company, and at their expense, special 
reports as to the estimated wealth of cer- 
tain matrimonally inclined widows in 
various parts of the country.

company. All other stockholders of the

IN. ABUNDANCE 


Deposit of Immense Value Believed 
‘To Be Located in Georgia, 


STATE GEOLOGIST =— TALKS 


Professar Yeates Is Satisfied That Deposit 
ls a Wonderful One, 


WHITE KAOLIN 1S FOUND IN FANNIN 


Material from Which White China Is 
Made Occurs in Great Quantities 
in the Northern Part of the 
State—Two Valuable 
Finds, 


Native copper has' been found in large 
quantities in Gwinnett county and from the 
nature of the deposit, State Geologist 
Yeates is of the opinion that Georgia is soon 
to have as famous a copper mine as the 
Calumet and Hecla of Lake Superior. 

The vein or dike is which the copper oc- 
curs has been found in the Owens gold mine 
of Gwinnett county, and the vein is repre- 
Sented by the owner, who is one of the 
wealthiest mine operators in North Gecrgia, 
as being fully eight feet wide. 

The owner of the mine strolled into the 
office of the state geologist yesterday morn- 
ing and informed Professor Yeates that he 
had a rock with him he desired to have ex- 
amined. The specimen proved to be a stone 
thoroughly impregnated with free copper, 
which ranged from almost imperceptible 
grains to deposits the size of bucxshot. The 
stone was broken off a ledge glistened with 
native copper and Professor Yeates was sur- 
prised and gratified that such a specimen 
should have been found in the state. It de- 
veloped that the owner of the raine had ht- 
tle idea of the real value of the copper de- 
posit and came to Atlanta to see the state 
geologist largely out of curiosity. 

Professor Yeates stated that if the vein 
containing the copper was as large and 1eg- 
ular as had been presented to him Georgia 
had in her bounds a copper mine that would 
be second only in its immense value to the 
Calumet and Hecla mines of Michigan, The 
state geologist found on examining the spec- 
imen closely that the copper came associat- 
ed with calcite the same as in Lake Su- 
perior mines. 

By the use of a stamp mill, the state ge- 
ologist informed the owner, the native cop- 
per can be extracted without trouble from 
the accompanying rock. 

Professor Yeates wil] go to Gwinnett 
county before the end of the week to make 


& personal inspection of the newly found 
copper mine. 
Pure Kaolin Found. 

The state geologist was also surprised 
yesterday morning upon receiving a box 
full of kaolin, shipped from Fannin county, 
near Blue Ridge. Kaolin ts the material 
out of which the finest china jis manufact- 
ured and the specimen received by the state 
geologist yesterday is the first of the purest 
variety that official had ever seen come 
from Georgia. 

The owner of the mine in Fannin county 
stated that he could take out 10,000 tons of 
kaolin just as white as the sample fur- 
nished the state geologist. 

Professor Yeates stated that he had 
thought from the first that kaolin would be 
eventually located in the state, for the rea- 
son that the famous mines of North Caro- 
lina ran in a direction that would. carry 
them across the northern part of Georgia. 

The location of the kaolin mine js: consid- 
ered by the state geologist as of almost in- 
calculable benefit in itself.

Outlook Not as 
> February. 


Crops in This State Are in Compara- 
tively Good Condition, Accord- 
ing to Bulletin. 


Thecnop bulletin sent out by the depart- 
sent of agriculture in Washington for the 


entire country showing the condition of the | 


crops in the different sections is interesting. 
According to the bulletin Georgia is in a 
comparatively good condition. Foliowing is 
the bulletin: 

“Upon the whole the season is backward 
at the close of March, the month having 
been very unfavorabe for farming opera- 
tions. In the Dakotas, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, lowa and W.sconsin the ground is 
trozen to an unusuai depth, the trost ex- 
tending to a depth of from live to ten feet 
in North Dakota and Minnesota. While 
tie average temperature of March was 
somewhat above the normal in the southern 
states, the season in that section is repurt- 
ed irom two to three weeks iate, except in 
‘texas, where it is more nearly normal. 

“The general condition of wheat is less 
favorable than at the close of February, 
and as at the close of that month the iate 
suwn is less promising than Ung seeded 
early. On the Paciic coast the outlook is 
most promising in Oregon, and the crop 
has been greatly benefited by recent rains 
in Calfornia, but in Washington it has been 
injured by severe Weather and :ack of 
snow protection. 

‘Preparations for cotton planting in Tex- 
as are weil advanced and some has been 
planted in the southern part of the state; 
some has also been planted in portions orf 
Georgia and South Carolina. 

“Some corn has been planted as far north 
as Tennessee and Oklahoma, and farther 
south a large part of the crop has been 
planted. 

“Some spring oats have been sown as far 


north as the lower Missouri and-Ohio val- | 


leys. 

“The following statements are based upon 
reports from climate and crop correspond- 
ents collected at state section centers of the 
climate and crop service of the wWeather 
bureau:

The total amount of repairs on these 
Streets duving this period has amounted tg 
$7. which-was for rolling the streets wita- 
out using additional material. 

The shell concrete is not @xpensive. It is 
estimated that ‘t can be laid on Atianta’s 
streets for 2 or 3) cents a yard, just a 
little more than chert is now costing 
Chairman Mitchell, of the commitiee, 
believes the city council of Atianta should 
not htsitate to adopt the material and the 
6ireet committee will probably recommend 
to the council at its next regular meeting 
that the new paving be adopted in Atlanta. 

The Atlanta countil has just passed upa 
large number of streets to be paved with 
chert and stone and there seems little doub; 
that the shell. €oncrete will be submitted. 
It is the desire of the members of the com- 
mittee to try the material on one of the 
main streets at once so that the public may 
haye a proper conception’of its many ex- 
cellent qualities. 

The materiai is mined about thirty-one 
miies from Macon by the Grady Company. 
It is nothing more nor less than decayed 
shelis. It is taken out of a huge bank 
Which represents shell deposits for thous- 
ands of years. The supply is inexhaustible, 
being mined in the shape of rock, crushed 
In a large mill and rolled on ths streets by 
huge rollers. After it is laid jt knits to- 
Sether and is almost as hard as rock, It 
wuould probably not stand the wear and 
tear .of the beigian bicck, or brick,> but 
Street paving experts who -have examined 
it pronounce it the best paving material 
extant for the laying of residence and su- 
burban streets. 

The mining of this concrete, still em- 
bryonic in its scope, seems likely to become 
a gigantic industry. Mucon is going to lay 
it on nearly every street outside of the 
business center and other cities over the 
country are taking it up. The question of 
Street paving material has been a puzzling 
problem to municipal authorities for a num 
ber of years, and the shell concrete, it fs 
believed, more nearly appr aches a solu- 
tion for certain Classes O01 streets than any- 
thing yet discovered. 

“ine sheil material] is the very thing for 

tlanta,’’ said Alderman Mitchell yester- 
day. “It is by far better than chert or 
stone and is in my opinion the very thing 
for <Atlanta’s residence and = siyburban 
streets. The cost would be very litaie and 
I believe the council should adept it. There 
are dozens of residence streets in this city 
that would be transformed into beautiful 
thoroughfares by ¢his paving. When as- 
Phalt costs about $1.75 and shell concrete 
only about 30 cents, or a little morg accord- 
ing to the thickness, I consider that the 
City of Atlanta will arrive at a very happy 
Solution of the paving probiem by adopt- 
ing this new material. I consider it a great 
discovery.”’

Judge Hillyer Says Press Dispatches of 
His Report Made Errors. 


HE MADE NO COMPLAINT 


is the Legislature and Not Bar Asso- 
ciation Where Trouble Lies. 


HE EXPLAINS WHAT HE HAB TO SAY 


ee ee 


Bar Asscciation, As He Understands 
It, Is Tkoroughly in Favor of 
Criminal Law Reforms. 


Juijige George Hillyer returned yesterday 
from the Baptist state convention at Sa- 
Vunnah, and on being asked about the 
report of the committee on crimes and 
Ivnchings, of which he was chairman, and 
ef the action of the convention in conneec- 
tion with the same, he reptied that ths 
committee made its report just at the 
close of the morning session on Monday 
and nowdoubt in the hasta of preparing 
notes of thd proceedings eby the reporters 
lor the press an error crept in which he 
would befelad to correct. He said: 

*“Neithdar the report of the committees nor 
anything \I said made complaint against 
the bat association, and on the contrary, 
the action Wf the committees of that body 
consisting of reporis made different vears, 
first by myself gi connection with Judge 
Dorsey cnd Mr. Rosscr, of Atlanta; Gov- 
ernor McDaniel and Mr. T. A. Hammond 
in the other report were quoted frorh in 
the proceedings and the fact distinctly 
stated that at a subsequent meeting when 
l was absent from the state the bar asso- 
Ciation adopted the general principles and 
recommendations of those former reports 
and appointed a committee and did me the 
honor of making me chairman of it to go 
before the legislature with the proper bills 
prepared and urge their adoption. We per- 
formed that duty. It Was in the legisla- 
jure that these bills fell by the wayside. 
The bar association of the state of Georgia 
in its organized capacity is thoroughly or- 
thodox, as I understand it, in favor of re- 
forms in the criminal] law, and I so stated 
to the convention. Governor Candler is 
also well understood as proved by his rec- 
ord to occupy the true ground on this sub- 
ject. It is with the legislature that help 
is needed by good men of all denomina- 
tions in the church and out of it, in favor 
of suppressing crimes of all kinds, lynch- 
ings included, 

“The report of the committee, however, 
strongly emphasized the fact that laxity, 
delays and uncertainty in the execution of 
the criminal law was nearly always made 
an excuse for lynching and certainly an 
excuse to lead the umwary, or rather 
mislead the unwary, to take part im a 
mob,’’ 

Asked to give a copy of th® report 
and what he had said in support of it, 
Judge Hillyer replied: 

‘tl regret that I have no copy of either 
with me. The report earnestly urged th> 
membership of the denomination in their 
own good time and way, but invoking the 
blessing of Almighty God to agitate con- 
tinually in favor of reforms in criminal 
law until the time comes when all men 
may be made to feel and to know that noth- 
ing but inevitable doom awaits at the hand 
of the state any who trample on her ma- 
jesty by violating her laws, 

“What I said ‘in support of the report 
Was entirely extemporaneous and with- 
out notes, and I can only say now from 
memory and in brief: that quoting the 
proceedings of the bar association as au- 
thority, supported by references to figures 
gathered and compiled by The Chicago 
Tribune and The New York World, the 
State of things has gone from bad to 
worse until it would seem to be tolerably 
well authenticated now, that in many 
groups of twenty or thirty counties in the 
United States, there are more homicides 
than in England, or Seotland or Prussia. 
That estimating five wounded to every 
one killed, which is the ordinary army 
average, there are in the United States 
every vear 10,000 people killed in brawls, as- 
sassinations, robberies and by other like 
violence, and 50,000 wounded, This is more 
than there fell of both armies in the great 
battle of Gettysburg. An easy calcula- 
tion will show that it amounts to twenty- 
seven killed and more than 100 wounded 
per day in the United States. At this rate, 
counting the tgtal of casualties in the 
military operations around Santiago in 
the Spanish war where there were about 
300 killed and 2,000 wounded, there were as 
many, or more persons killed and wounded 
in the United States by our own people 
than were killed or wounded by the Span- 
ish ‘bullets during the ten or fifteen days 
of its military operations at Santiago; that 
taking the reports of casualties, constant- 
ly made by General Otis from the Philip- 
pines, the number of persons killed and 
wounded around Manila by Aguinaldo’s ad- 
herents has never exceeded in any one 
day the number of persons killed and 
wounded on the same day in the United 
States by our own people. Another easy 
calculation will show that during the 
period of five days which had elapsed 
since we left our homes to attend that con- 
vention, and virtually while the convention 
Was 1n session, or its immediate existence 
more than 100 persons had been killed and 
more than 500 wounded here in the United 
States. E called attention to the fact that 
in these military operations against Spain 
and the Philippines our government had 
raised an army of 200,000 men and had 
expended $400,000,000, and that the eyes of 
the world had been constantly eoncentrat- 
ed on these military operations while our 
own religious bodies at home, perhaps a 
majority of the press and nearly alf of our 
public men, as well as private citizens, in- 
cluding deacons, elders, stewards and oth- 
ers, had looked on all these tragedies ac- 
companied as they were by countless multi- 
tudes of every crime ‘ occurring at our 
very doors with apparent § indifference. 
That it was a very grand thine for our 
flag to float over Spanish and other con-

We have passed a strait and in a mon- 
etary sense are in broad river again. But 
itis a river betraying symptoms of a com- 
ing drouth. Dropping the simile, our mon- 
ey market has this week had to borrow 
upward of £7,000,000 from the Bank of Eng- 
land to help -it through the stock exchange 
settlement and end the quarter demands 
for cash and credit. 

Add.d to previous borrowings, this puts 
the market over £10,000,00 in debt to tHe 
bank. One year ago the debt of the mar- 
Ket to the bankK was less than haif. this 
sum. Perhaps the fact that Easter and 
the end of the quarter came together in- 
creased the demand for assistance and 
some of the holiday cash will doubtless 
come back. This, however, is scarcely 
worth weighing against the increased pov- 
erty of the market—a poverty which gives 
it a permanent trend toward dearness, 

You may take it as certain that the 
market will not be able to repay the bank 
all this money during the present quarter. 
For a few days at a time it may get free, 
but each recurring stock exchange settle- 
ment will see the market forced to lean on 
the bank, and as the months pass its de- 
pendence wiil increase. 

Unless gold flows in from abroad, as 
there is no sign of its doing, we must ex- 


pect the money market to be subject to 
spasms and tightness all the summer. Do 
not, then, let the present discount rates 


mislead you. If the bank cannot afford to 
allow its.rate to fall below 3 per cent, and 
it assuredly cannot in the present circum-

The Colonels Get the Money in Lump 
and Keep It. 
From The. Philadelphia Inquirer. 

Spanish army accounts are strangely and 
wonderfully made. From their absence of 
exactness and disregard of all detail one 
would certainly be led ta believe that the 
bookkeeping department of the Madrid war 
office. has very few.clerks in its employ. 
A certain amount of money is allowed to 
each regiment and charged in gross to the 
colonel, who is solely responsible for its 
disbursement.

cently by the Marquis of Montoro, secre- «

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Guessing thé Age of Niagara. 
From The Marine Record. * 

Some interesting speculations concerning 
the age of the Niagara gorge are reported 
by Nature. This was the subject of a paper 
b® Professor G. Frederick Wright, read at 
the Boston meeting of the American Asso- 
Ciation. The late Dr. James Hall early note«a 
the significant fact that “the outlet of the 
chasm below Niagara falls is scarcely wider 
than elsewhere along its course.” This 
important evidence of the late date of its 
origin, and wt has been used in support of 
the short estimates which have been made 
concerning the length of time separating us 
from the glacial period. A close examina- 
tion made by Professor Wright last summer 
greatly strengthens the force of the argu- 
ment, since he found that the disintegrating 
forces tending to enlarge the outlines and 
give it a V shape are more rapid than has 
been supposed. As a result of his investiga- 
tion he concludes that a conservative esti- 
mate of the rate of disintegration for the 
Seventy feet of Niagara shales supporting 
the Niagara limestone would be one inch a 
year, with a probable rate of two inches a 
year. But at the lowest estimate no more 
than 12,000 years would be required for the 
enlargement of the upper part of the mouth 
of the gorge, 1,000 feet on each side, which 
is very iargely in excess of the actual] 
amount of enlargement. Some of the recent

estimates, therefore, which would make the. 


gorge from 30,000 to 40,000 years old, are re- 
garded as extravagant. According to Pro- 
fessor Wright the age of the gorge «cannot 
be much more than 10,000 vears, and is prob- 
ably considerable less.
